The tower work 
was completed in November of 
1973 with the exception of a few' 
very minor changes and the 
landscaping which was furn­ 
ished by Mr. and. Mrs. I.D. 
Knoy.

On dedication day members 
of the church met and sang 
“ Onward Christian Soldiers.,*’

Mr. E llis introduced 
Roscoe Wagoner who told of the 
original purchase and trip to 
obtain the bell in August of 1920

Its fate in the Indiana General 
Assembly is in doubt, although 
it is supported by Governor Otis 
R Bowen, Indianapolis Mayor 
Richard Lugar, and skilfully 
avoided in the State Republican 
Fa It form. 
Minnesota becam e the 32nd 
state to ratify the am endm ent, 
and then adopted a Republican 
platfo rm plank asking 
the 
legislative action be rescinded 
Nebraska and Tennessee are 
two m ore states attem pting to 
rescind ratification action taken 
by legislatures. 
The Constitutional provisions 
c o v e r in g 
c o n s t i t u t i o n a l 
am en d m en ts, 
along 
w ith 
Suprem e Court decisions in the 
past, appear to m ake it clear 
that sta te s can n o t rescin d 
ra11fication, once given. 
The Constitution gives each 
state the right to ratify. Once 
that right is exercised, it is gone 
forever. As an alternative, a 
state can refuse to act, or reject 
an am endm ent, later changing 
to ratification. 
According to news stories, 38 
states have until M arch, 1979, to

CAIRO (UPI) - Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon 
headed for Alexandria today on 
a mission aimed at convincing 
President Anwar Sadat to 
liberalize Egypt’s economy and 
provide better conditions for 
foreign investment. 
President Nixon’s envoy and 
the Egyptian president were 
scheduled to hold talks this 
morning at Sadat's Mamoura 
summer residence on the 
shores of the Mediterranean. 
Simon said Sunday in Cairo 
Egypt “must get on with the 
liberalization of its economy” 
as a first step towards drawing 
foreign investment. 
He told newsmen the United 
States would like to see Egypt 
“moving away from total 
control, wmcn win be the only

He said he held talks in Cairo 
Sunday with top Egyptian 
economic leaders on such 
issues as Cairo's debts, balance 
of payments and foreign aid 
needs. 
Egypt’s needs as a develop­ 
ing nation range include funds 
for oil exploration, banking, tax 
reform, debt management and 
establishment of new petro­ 
chemical and fertilizer indus­ 
tries, he said. 
The 46-year-old Simon took a 
side trip to Giza, nine miles 
southwest 
of 
Cairo, 
later 
Sunday to visit the Pyramids 
and ride a camel along a 
stretch of sand at the feet of 
the Sphinx. 
Simon was sent to the Middle 
East to follow up President 
Nixon’s tour last June He was 
scheduled to go to Israel 
Tuesday followed by trips to 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - 
Governor Bowen said Friday he 
will not decide the future status 
of the Indiana Women’s Prison 
until it is determined how much 
it would cost to renovate the 
facility here. 
Bowen, who visited the prison 
Thursday, has been given two 
separate reports—each recom­ 
mending the old prison be 
closed and themmates trans­ 
ferred to other facilities 
Bowen said that while the 
buildings appear to be sound 
structurally, the living and san­ 
itary conditions within the 
prison leave a lot to be oesired. 
Security also is a problem, he 
said. 
Bowen said a study has been 
started to determine whether it 
would be feasible to renovate 
the institution, which currently 
has 99 inmates 
The governor said he may 
put off a decision until the 1975 
Legislature convenes. 
Recommendations to close the 
women’s prison have been made 
by a penal system ombudsman 
and a lawyers group which in­ 
spected the facility. 
Among alternative sugges­ 
tions was one to transfer felons 
or prisoners considered danger­ 
ous to other maximum security 
facilities, possibly the Youth 
Center near Plainfield or the 
Norman Beatty Hospital at 
Weatville.

Thursday, and 
although a number have 
Mystery Ailment Kills 
Livestock In Florida 


FORT MYERS, Fla. (UPI) - 
Cattle, hogs, chickens, pelicans 
and bees are dying of a 
mysterious ailment in South­ 
west 
Florida 
which 
a 
veterinarian blames on spray­ 
ing to kill mosquitoes. 
Wayne Miller, director of the 
Lee County mosquito control 
district, denied the spray could 
kill anything but mosquitoes. 
But Dr. Lee Shewmaker, La 
Belle veterinarian, disagrees. 
He blamed the death of 20 
cattle owpned by rancher Rupert 
Brown on pneumonia caused by 
the spray. 
“Those cattle were fat and 
healthy before the mosquito 
sprayer came through Monday 
evening. The spray destroyed 
their lungs,” Shewmaker said. 
Miller said, “There’s no way 
the spray could be responsible 
for sickness or death in cows or 
anything else, for that m atter.” 
The deaths began late last 
month, following a week of 
flood-causing torrential rains 
along the Florida Gulf Coast. 


The disease was first noticed in 
the estimated 1,200 pelicans 
which inhabit the area. 
At least 60 of the big birds 
died and 120 more were found 
to be sick. At least six more 
have died in the past day or 
two. 
A state laboratory at Gaines­ 
ville, Fla., found that the 
pelican deaths were caused by 
a parasite which stopped the 
birds from eating, resulting in 
their deaths due to malnutri­ 
tion. 
Research was begun to 
determine whether the parasite 
was carried by fish. 
But then other species of 
animals began to die. 
Esperanza Woodring of Sani- 
bel Island reported that about 
150 of her chickens died. Mrs. 
Richard McHargue of Port 
Charlotte. Fla , said thousands 
of her bees died shortly after a 
mosquito control plane flew 
over her home 
A farmer 
reported the death of six of his 
hogs.

GI Bill Of Rights 
May Be Dropped 


By WARREN L. NELSON 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
GI Bill of Rights, which 
provided educational and finan­ 
cial help to two generations of 
veterans, may be dropped in 
the future, according to con­ 
gressional and administration 
sources. 


The officials emphasized that 
no consideration was being 
given to cutting benefits for 
men who have already served 
in the military, but cited three 
reasons Sunday for ending GI 
Bill benefits: 


—Wartime service is no 
longer involved. 
—The men are now volun­ 
teers, not compelled to serve by 
the draft. 
—The pay increases in recent 
years have brought men and 
women in the service pay 
similar to civilians —approxi­ 
mately $400 a month in pay and 
averaged benefits for a recruit 
A past rationale for veterans' 
benefits was that service pay 
was so poor the men deserved 
special help afterwards 


the World War II vets and then 
extended to Korean War vets. 
In 1965 the benefits were 
granted not only to men serving 
I in the just-beginning Vietnam 
War but also to peacetime vets 
I who had served between the 
Korean and Vietnam wars.
